With the increasing commercialization of the Internet, methods of 
performing payment transactions are becoming well known and new payment 
methods are desired. In an effort to expand the available sources of payment, 
methods have been developed to utilize checking and savings account funds to 
25 perform Internet transactions. Some methods allow the use of "electronic checks" 
to perform transactions. 

There are a number of problems, however, associated with current 
electronic check methods.
